Herald quotes a Washington newspaper as

porters had revealed 5,000 bootleggers in 
Washington, with the most regular and 
heaviest buyers from 15 to 25 years old.” 
“It charged,’* the Herald’s dispatch con­ 
tinues, “that twice as much liquor is being 
sold daily (in Washington)as before prohi­ 
bition. 
It said the figures had been veri­ 
fied by police reports.”

ports that “close observers” on seeing this 
estimate “said it was conservative.” 
If it is, it is a national scandal that con­ 
gress should enact a law and then allow 
such conditions to exist under the very 
noses of its members, under the very nose 
of the president, flaunting itself brazenly 
at the fountain head of government.

WILSON STILL A LIVING FORCE. 
“ Mr. Wilson had a fine vision of reason 
and wisdom,” says Premier Macdonald, 
“in leading Europe to peace and security.” 
Reason and wisdom were the very stuff 
of Mr. Wilson’s plan. 
We speak of him as 
an idealist and an idealist in the very high­ 
est sense he was. 
But to some that word 
carries an implication of impracticalness, 
and no greater error could be made than to 
suppose that Mr. Wilson was impractical 
or that his peace plan was impractical. 
It was, on the contrary, one of the most 
practical propositions ever put before the 
.world— undoubtedly by far the most prac­ 
tical plan ever proposed for the regulation 
of international affairs by some less de­ 
structive and less dangerous and more in­ 
telligent means than war, which has now 
become the most impractical thing on the 
face of the earth. 
The really impractical 
men 
are those 
who take what they term 
the 
practical 
view* that war is an unavoidable necessity 
and v’ho scoff at all talk of controlling it. 
They are so impractical as to be unable to 
see one of the plainest and most important 
facts of modern life— namely, that war has 
now become such a menace to the very ex­ 
istence of civilization that its control has 
become an absolute necessity. 
They think 
that war is still what it used to be— a dis­ 
turbance which 
comes 
along once in so 
often, which often does great damage in 
the regions directly affected, but which the 
world as a whole can easily endure and 
survive. 
They haven’t grasped the fact 
that war has now become so tremendous a 
thing that it is going to destroy us unless 
we can find some means of controlling it, 
and that the most 
practical 
business to 
which any statesman can devote himself is 
this business of controlling war. 
That was the business to which Mr. Wil­ 
son, when his opportunity came, devoted 
himself with all 
the 
force of his being. 
11 o a v practical and how pressing this prob­ 
lem was is demonstrated by the fact that 
it is still before us today, threatening us all 
the time, keeping the world in a fever, pro­ 
ducing feuds and hatreds, compelling the 
maintenance of huge armaments, prevent­ 
ing the stabilization 
which 
all the years 
which have followed the world war have 
not sufficed to bring. 
How sound wfas the 
solution which Mr. Wilson proposed for 
that problem is indicated by the fact that 
every real step which has been taken to­ 
wards peace and stabilization since then 
has been a step in the direction which Wil­ 
son would have had us follow, a recog­ 
nition of the basic principles which he laid 
down. 
It is because the problem which Mr. Wil­ 
son attacked and for which he offered a 
sound solution is by far the biggest and 
most pressing and most practically impor­ 
tant of all the problems confronting us that 
Mr. Wilson is certain to be a living force in 
the future. 
He was not the champion of a 
lost cause,the exponent of a doctrine which 
the people could accept or reject as they 
saw fit and which they could forget after 
they had rejected it. 
He was the expound­ 
er of a truth which we have got to accept 
if we do not want 
to 
perish; he was a 
prophet pointing out the one road of es­ 
cape from an 
overwhelming 
catastrophe 
which is certain to befall unless we take 
that road.
